THE experience or Miss 
Santry Currier, wHo pviep, Dec. 
16, 1819, Bring 20 YEARS AND 
D MONTHS OF AGE. 

When 1 was a child, not 
more than six or seven vears 
cf age; Twas under strong 
conviction. A sense of my sin 
agamst a Holy God made me 
greatly fear & tremble. I 
knew that T was born to die, 
and after this the judgment, 
which T awlully feared. I 
plainly saw that unless I was 
born agam, and made partaker 
ef the grace of God, through 
his Son ; that I should be for- 
ever lost. IT could not refrain 
from weeping and — saying,

hings 7” Theu did T think 
my situation the most deplor.

their notes, how did T wish to 
enjoy ther happy fot! happy 
creatures said [, that have not 
made yourselves miserable by 
smi! would to God T eoild be 
hike one of you!

Fre- 
quently when J retired to rest, 
I dared not shut my eyes to 
sleep for fear [ should awake 
rum O.ten did I resort to 
secret places to pour out my 
supplications, but no relief 
could find. The wilderness 
and every thing that I beheld 
appeared in mourning. 

One mght in particular, 
when I went to bed, I tremb- 
led so under the sense of sin, 
that it caused the bed to 
shake so that at first I thought 
there had been an earthquake. 

After spending a sleeptess

AS anew Chorr of Singers 
have entered the seats itn aul 
ternoon, — it will not be 
Improper iff should offer a 
few remarks on the occasion.

It should be remembered, 
however, that the Jewish 
church was a naticnal church;

existing state of things, yet 
the costly rites, and thee splen- 
cor and pomp of that dispen- 
sation have been abolished, & 
a more plain, simple, and spir- 
itual seryice has been estab- 
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lished) Though the forme 
might be mere pleasing tp 
man, yct the latter is more 
acceptable to God. It was, iy 
fact, the unaderned simplicity 
of christina worship, 
rendered it so offensive both 
to JEWS ras & d Geutiles. But 
the discizles of Christ had 
heen ta: wht that “God was 4 
Sout, and they that worship 
him mi .
